which introduced a system 
of parity of blame as be- 
tween Arab attacks on Is- 
rael and Israel attempts to 
discourage these by means 
of punitive reprisals. 


There was no doubt that 
for a period the earlier 
form of reprisals against 
infiltration helped, and 
that they prevented Israel's 


borders from being con- | 


tinually and openly over- 
run. For a time, at the in- 
sistent advice of the Unit- 
ed States, a deliberate po- 
li¢y of no reprisais Was 
instituted. in the faint hope 
that the lack of counter 
irritant would permit hos- 


This noliev. also, prov- 
ed not onlv ineffective but 
an invitation to increasing- 
ly bold infiltration.
